STARTING THE UNIT: 


After you have READ the previous portion of the installation service manual, 

you are now ready to place your chamber into operation. We recommend the follow- 
ing procedures for placing your chamber into operation, and it is very important 
that the steps be followed as outlined.

Check and be sure that all switches and timers are in the "OFF" 
position, 


If your chamber is supplied with a humidity system, DO NOT try to 
operate until stable temperature conditions have been established. 


Be sure the limit controls are at a setting which will allow your 
chamber to operate. The setting should be 110° F. on the high 

limit control and 35° F. on the low limit control when first placing 
the chamber into operation. The settings are made with a screwdriver. 


Before plugging in the cord (be sure the outlet is of ample size 
and voltage - 115/60/1 - 15 amps). CAUTION: On initial "START up" 
or after prolonged periods of chamber "SHuT DOWN", caution should be 
used when first plugging in the chamber as the refrigerant in the 
compressor may have condensed to a liquid and will not pass through 
the valves without damaging them. Unplugging and plugging in the 
cord rapidly a few times will clear this condition. Under no 
circumstances should the unit be allowed to run if a hammering or 
slugging sound is heard.
